mation Progressing 


The proposal to effect an amalga- 
mation of the cheese factories in the 
Central Ontario Distfict was consid- 
erably advanced at a meeting ‘ot 
dairymen representing .some eight 
factories in the Madoc. district 
which was held at Madoc last Thurs- 
day afternoon. Those present at the 
meeting * Fre large residents, 
salesmen, patrons. leading share 
holders and directors Of the local 
factories, and a number of the reeves 
and deputy reeves of the adjoining 
townShips. The chairman of the 
meeting was Mr, J. A. Caskey of 
Madoc. the County Director for the 
U. F. O. in Hastings County, 

After a discussion lasting for 
about three hours, during which all 
phases of the project were touched 
on, the .meeting, voted unanimously 
in favof of the amalgamation and al- 
so in favor of calling factory meet- 
ings as soon as possible to give the 
patrons an opportunity to become 
identified with the movement, should 
they so desire. 

At a meeting held at Eldorado. 
near Madoc, the same evening at 
which three factories were repre- 


j sented, a full discussion of the pro- 


ject took place and again the meet- 
ing voted unafimousiy in favor ot it. 

The principle speaker at both 
meetings, was Mr. H- B. Cowan. Ed- 
itor-in-Chief of Farm and Dairy, Pe- 
terboro, who has ‘been acting as the 
chairman of the special committeeot 
dairymen who have been looking in- 
to the matter. So far some 10 or 12 
factories have signified a willingness 
to become identified with the com- 
pany. As soon as 25 or 30 do so it 
is proposed to take out the “charter 
and commence business. Mr. Cowan 
stated that no factories Will be ask- 
ed to become finally identified: with 
the new company until their share- 
holders have been given a full list 
of all the other factories proposing 
to join the amalgamation with full

bushes. Full grown scales are found 
almost exclusively on the bark and 
are easily recognized by their oyster- 
shell appearance. They are about % |. 
of an inch long, 1-24 inch wide, taper 
towards one end and in color resem- 
ble closely the bark. 

The injury is caused by their suck- 
ing the juices out of the bark and 
thus weakening the trees. When very 
abundant they almost completely 
cover the bark and in that case may 
kill either the whole tree or portions 
of the branches. Most infested trees, 
however, are not killed bur only 
weakened. 

Control.—Spraying the trees just 
before or just after the buds burst 
with lime-sulphur solution, 1 gallon 
to 8 or 9 gallons of water, is a satis- 
factory remedy. The regular Codling 
Moth spray with one gallon of lime- 
sulphur to about 39 gallons of water, 
to which two pounds of arsenate of 
lead paste or one pound arsenate of 
lead powder is added will also help 
greatly, because it will hit the young 
scale insects just after they have 
hatched, while they are still unpro- 
tected and easily destroyed. Dead 
acales may remain on the trees for 
several years after date of killing. 
Pruning the trees early makes it eas- 
ier and cheaper 10 spray them well.

Winnipeg. Feb 11: The Pack- 
ers insurance“ amounting to one- 
half of one per cent. on all live stock 
sold through stock yards is to be 


bahned on and after April 1. of the 


present year. according to an order 


jasued by the Supervisor of Live 
Stock Yards for Canada.

The insurance tax, he said, had been 
a bone of contention between pack- 
ers and breeders for several years. 
and at à meeting to discuss the ques 
tion held in Ottawa about eighteen 
months ago, the packers had under- 
taken to collect data jand tabulate 
figures showing the loss to the pack- 
jers in cattle condemned and the a- 
mount collected by the tax, 

These figures, he said, had been 
completed by the Industrial Devel- 
opment Council last Friday, and 
were at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment, but as yet the Government 
nad not received them nor had it 
asked that they be supplied. He

r. AMBROSE, one of the moat 
able, fearless and transparent 
men that ever graced episcopal 
authority, was the John Knox 

of the early church. This man who 


dared openly to rebuke his sovereign | 


for his sins and heresies. bas had few 
successors in any age. Chrysostom, 
Luther and Knox come readily to the 
mind, but Ambrose stands almost 
unique in this, that he met na re 
preved, but he punished, and. brought 
the greatest emperor since Constan~ 
tine ‘‘to the sto of pentrener:*~ He | 
ie paralleled eh by Hildebrand and 

Aenbrose, a noble youth of the 
Roman Empire, had- been appointed 
governor of Milan at the age of 34 
and that very gear, A. D. 374, an 
event occurred that changed the whole 
current ot bis life. Archbishop Aux- 


entius died and the See of Milan 
became vacant. It was an age of 
factions, heresies and tumults and 
the sudden death threw the whole 
city into the wildest excitement. The 
emperor wisely declined to interfere 
with the election. Rival parties could 
not agree on a candidate. A tumult 
arose. Ambrose had at that time lit- 
tle interest in the issue except to 
keep order and prevent bloodshed, 
It was for this purpose that he went 
to the cathedral church, where the 
election was going on. His appear 
ance produced a momentary calm, 
when a little child cried out, “Let 
Ambrose, our governor, be our 
bishop.“ That voice, regarded as a 
voice from, heaven, was at once 
caught up as the slogan of the dis- 
traught and deadlocked assembly. 
The people caught the words and 
shouted with great enthusiasm. 
“Yes. Let Ambrose, our governor, be 
our bishop.’’ 

The event was an index of thé 
times and shows the enormous strides 
the church had made as one of the 
greatest institutions of power when 
it is recalled that Constantine had 
seen the blazing cross only sixty 
years ago. It was thought a greater 
honor to be a bishop than a governor. 

That Ambrose was a layman and 
not even baptized at that time seéem- 
\to the office. The 
history of the timés is eloquent of 
the fact that he was the ablest man 
for the post to be found in Italy. 

Selected, not because of his learn 
ing or eloquence, but because he was 
just and virtuous, he nevertheless be- 
came eminent ‘as ‘a“theologian and 
was one of the most eloquent defen« 
ders of therearly faith. Charity allied 
with poverty was the great test of 
practical Christianity in those days, 
and Ambrose met it D} scattering his 
princely fortune among the poor. 

But it was in the Arian contro- 
versy which involved the divinity af 
Christ and-raged for a hundred years, 
that he achieved undying fame. It 
is said of him “that he contributed 
more than any man who preceded 
him to raise the power of the bishop 
as one of the controlling agencies of 
societies for more than a thousand 
years. 

The Empress Faustina Was an 
open advdcate of this sect and her 
son, Valentinian, a sympathizer and 
patron. Ambrose did not shun the 
conflict and danger. Into this strug- 
gle between principles and princi- 
palities he threw himself with reck- 
less abandon; he, a defenceless priest, 
defied a powerful emperor with an 
army at his back. He successfully re- 
sisted Caesar on his own ground and 
resisted him too, not as a martyr, 
He. made the 


bold claim that in all spiritual mat-

bishops, not bishops to emperors. 

And what was the response of the 
empress, who ruled in the name of 
her son? The haughty and insolent 
priest should be exiled, should be 
imprisoned, should die.

His friends in 
large numbers“ resolve to stay with 
him — die with him if need be. - The 
soldiers surround the spacious bas 
elliea in battle array, but dare not 
Why?

St. Andrew's, Built‘ in free, Once 
Netable Aristocratic Howse of 
Worship—Gooee Creek Edifice 
Alse Interesting 


The charm to some places Je that 
the changes to them come slowly, and 
this is the atmosphere that envelopes 
Charleston, B. C., a town of quaint 
old streets, musty ‘churches, lovely old 
trees, and hand-wrought iron doors and 
gates that first opened to admit sub- 
jects of a British king. 

One leaves all this behind and rides 
out over 12 miles of the roughest of 
country roads under trees decorated 
with long -ghostitke’ strands of Span- 
ish moss to enter a church whose doors 
swing open but once a year. It % St. 
Andrew's church, in St. Andrew's par 
ish, and it opens once annually because 
this was the condition stipulated in 
the original crown grant. St. Andrew's 
church was built in 1702. For a century 
or more it was the regular Sunday 
meeting place of rich and aristocratic 
Southerners who lived on adjoining 
plantations, and it is not difficult on & 
warm spring day to stand under the 
mogs-hung trees near the church and 
visualize the past.

A newspaper friend of mine.“ sald

“He met this beggar first about a 
year ago.

„A couple of weeks later he again 
met this beggar, who again asked for 
a aickel, a request that my friend did 
not feel warranted in refusing. I 
don't think he would have refused any- 
way. my friend belog an easy mark 
for beggars: but having profited by 
hia original transaction with this beg- 
gar. he felt impelled to hand over this 
second nickel promptly, thus reducing 
his net on this little piece to $2.90. 

“It wasn't long before my friend 
discovered that this beggar lived some - 
where in his neighborhood and made 
that part of the town his quarry; for 
pow he used to meet him here and 
there by intervals. Noi always, by 
ang means, when they met did the 
bexrur Approach him; commonly they 
passed each other as any other two 
might do, with no sign of recognition; 
but once In a while the beggar would 
ask for a nickel, which always my 
friend gave. In this way in the course 
of three months he gave up 55 cents, 
thus reducing the net of that 83 to 
$2.65. Then my friend had an idea. 

“He foresaw fhat if this went on 
indefinitely, as there seemed every in- 
dication it would do, the beggar would 
get all of the $8, which to my friend 
seemed scarcely reasonable. Rut he 
did think that an even division ‘would 
he no more than right to the beggar, 
and so when the 83 got down to $2.65 
he set aside, in his mind, $1.15 as a 
drawing account to the beggur's credit, 
and he suid to himself that when thus 
the original fund had been evenly di- 
vided he would stop giving atid, con- 
ider that he had done the gquufe 
thing. . 8 

“Well, my friend tells me that, count- 
ing a nickel that the beggar drew yes- 
terday, he has now drawn $140, so 
that now it is a question of a very few 
weeks only, three or four at the ut- 
most, when the beggar will have drawn 
his full share. 

“Then. my friend says, he is go: 
ing to shut down and keep the rest 
himself; but what I think he will do 
will be to keep on paying till the. 
whole three dollars is gone, his orig 
inal profit being thus wiped out com- 
pletely. 1 don't know what he can do 
then, unless he should write, covering 
all his experiences with this unusual 
beggar, another and longer story; mov- 
ing then to another part of the city.”

SAYS CANADA IS BANKRUPT ON 
BASIS OF PRIVATE FIRM

Ottawa, Feb. 18— That Canada 
at the present moment Tas. if based 
on the same footing as 3 private 
corporation, insolvent, was the state 
ment made by Prof. S. A. Cudmore 
of the Federal Bureau of Statistics, 
before the National Council on Edu- 
cation to day. 

The Dominion debt, he said, was 

larger than that of the United States 
after the civil war and thie fo ant 
of the fact that the United States 
at that time had three times the pres 
ent population: of Canada. The Do- 
minion Government in 1914 sus- 
pended the meeting of Dominion 
notes in gold, and if asked today to 
meet its obligations it could not do 
80. 
It a private corporation was in 
the same position it would be de- 
clared bankrupt, but the Govern- 
ment, being the Government, does 
not have to do this,” he said. He 
quoted statistics showing the huge 
increase in the national debt, the 
interest upon which represented 
$100 per year! for every family in 
Canada.

Prof. Cudmore, and pointed out that 
his views were in no Way repre- 
sentative of the feeling of the dele- 
gates.

I do not think 
the extravagarice which has pre- 
vailed in this country . during the 
last year could be practised by any 
private concern if it wanted to go 
on,” safd Prof. Cudmore, when the 
question of publishing his speech 
was raised.

Kingston, Feb. 5—The outlook 
for cheese during the coming season 
is reported to be good. The British 
dommission is buying again, and 
there is every likelihood that Cana- 
da’s surplus market for export will 
be found in the European market, 
The last figure quoted by Com mis- 
sion was 26 cents.

EXPECT HIGH FURS 


The opinion is expressed among 
fur dealers and manufacturers that 
at the coming sales in Montreal on 
the 22nd instant high prices, will be 
the order of the day. This conclu- 
sion is based on the present market 
conditions in Canada’ and on the 
trend of the market in New York. 
According to the manager of one of 
Canada’s largest fur establishments 
mink on the British markets has ad- 
vanced 30 pen cent. in price, while 
other furs have advanced 100 per 
cent, In New York, he says, mink 
has gone up 100 per cent. This 
strength he attributes to a brisk de- 
mand and a real shortage of most 
lines. Muskrat, for instance, he main 
tains has fallen off in supply the past 
few years owing to very cold woath- 
er and heavy ice in the spring, which 
has caused many animals to be 
drowned. This has resulted natur- 
ally in a much smaller catch. In ad- 
dition to this furs are being used 
on @ very extensive scale by all class- 
és of society. 

Among the furs which are import- 
ed from other countries, Russian 
squirrel has advanced he estimates 
400 per cent., within the year, from 
75 cents in Toronto to $2.80 New 
York funds, or approximately $3 
here. 

At the sale in Montreal it is ex- 
pected that about $10,000,000 worth 
of furs will be sold to buyers com- 
ing from all over the world.

There is only one spot in the whole 


world where Christmas is celebrated |. 


twice each year and that is the island 
of Madagascar, off the eastern coast 
wt the southern end of Africa, and 
which dominates that part of the 
indian ocean. 

Marco Polo, the great traveler, 
Arat made this is'esnd known to me- 
dieval Europe ir 1298. It was nearly 
two hundred years later when a Por- 
tuguese traveler obtained the first 
.uthentic information about the is- 
‘and, in 1497. From that time on 
‘here were attempis by the Portu- 
guese, French anc English to settle 
the island, and they met with defeat 
at the hands of its wild and savage 
Hovas, who controlled the island, 
and many died from Malgasy fever 
in the lowlands of the country. On 
Christmas eve in 1672 all the French- 
men at Fort Dauphin were Murdered 
by the natives. In 1810 a Hovas 
chief, Radama I, a young man, allow- 
ed the Christian missionaries to 
teach their Bible doctrines in the 
island, and by 1820 Protestant Chris- 
tianity was effectively introduced 
among the Hovas. 

Radama died in 1828, and one of 
his wives became Queen Ranavalona 
I. She was bitter against the Chris- 
tians, and persecuted them in many 
cruel ways, and she had her warriors 
frem the interior mountains of the 
island massacre the native Chris- 
tians, who would not renounce the 
Christian God and go back to the 
worship of idols. The cruel queen 
reigned until her death m 1861—4 
wicked record of 33 years. Then her 
son, Radama II, became king and al- 
though he was a great drunkard and 
led a wild life himself, he allowed 
the Chritsian missionaries to come 
into the island again. He was assas- 
sinated in the palace in 1863, and his 


| widow, Rosoherina, was proclaimed 


queen. Upon her death in 1868, a 
niece of Ranavalona I, ascended the 
throne as Ranavalona Hi. When a 
girl, her gentle charities and sym- 
pathies with the Christians during 
their persecutions had won .respect 
and love, and when she became queen 
it was understood that Madagascar 


had the first really Christian ruler: 


on its throne. Between 1830 and 
1835 the entire Bible had been print- 
ed in the Malagasy language, also an 
English-Malagasy dictionary. So on 
the day of her coronation the idol 
which had been prominent in similar 
occasions was banished by Ranava- 
lona II, and a copy of the Malagasy 
Bible placed near the throne; while 
on the canopy above, in golden let- 
ters, were the words: “Glory to God 
in the Highest, peace on earth, good 
will to men.” With one hand on the

Christmas is celebrat- 
ed all over the island now. But the 
Hovas have a different way of com- 
puting time, and by their system, 
Christmas falls some time in Novem- 
ber, and they celebrate it then. The 
Christian date of December 25 is also 
celebrated by the natives along with 
the misslonaries.

Today 
there are forty-two pure bred fe- 
males in the herd including the 
above and their descendants. As the 
pure bred herd increased in size we 
have gradually decreased the num- 
ber of grades until at present only 
twenty-one are on hand.

“Broadly speaking, their policy is 
based on this: that the implements 
and tools of production should be 
made free; that the necessaries of 
life should be made as free as pos- 
sible, and we ask for an all-round re- 
duction on the tariff, A tariff on 
luxuries? Yes. I can’t see the eco- 
nomic wisdom in admitting certain 
classes of luxuries brought in to-day 
at such low rates, when wool, shoes, 
etc., and necessaries of life are so 
heavily taxed. 

It might well be that the tax on 
luxuries should be raised 50 per 
cent., but when the Finance Minister 
does that he must impose an excige 
tax on luxuries manufactured in 
Canada. 

Next Mr. Crerar took up the in- 
come tax. From 1915 to 1918 New 
Zealand collected $$55,000}000 in 
profits and business tax. Canada, at 
the same time, should have collected 
$470,000,000. 

On the same basis on which the 
United States collected the business 
and profit tax, Canada would have 
collected $2,600,000,000; if a mis- 
take had been made in Canada dur- 
ing the war it was not paying, en- 
ough of the cost of the war as it 
progressed.

| Unrest.on the 
Farms of Ontario 


(By Rob Roy in Toronto Sunday 


World) 

What is the great problem to-day 
confronting Ontario, Canada the 
continent——-What, but rural depop-—- 
ulation? , 

People have for years been des- 
erting farms and crowding into the 
towns and cities. That this is an 
evil everybody admits. Government, 
press and church have been discuss- 
ing the problem, and trying to find 
a solution. The war and the muni- 
tion factories literally stripped the 
farms and few of the workers since 
the armistice have found their way 
back to the old concession lines. 
Labor last year was harder to sec- 
ure on the farms than during any 
war year. 

But the farmers and their fam 
ilies have got a new viewpoint of the 
subject during the present winter, 
one that is going to have a tremen- 
dous influence on the future of this 
country. Hundreds of families that 
never before thought of stopping 
farming, declare that this is their 
last winter at the business, 


What are the reasons ? 


What are the reasons? In the 
first place, many farmers say that 
they have been trying to carry on 
with very little help. Then the dry 
summer and fall caused a serious 
shortage of water for stock. This 
was further aggravated by the fact 
that December. was unusually cold, 
with little or no snowfall, the re- 
sult that ponds and streams that 
had furnished water: for stock dur- 
ing the memory of the oldest inhab- 
itant were frozen to the bottom. 

With wells dry or frozen up, some 
districts have had to haul water for 
miles for hundreds of cattle. The 
badly drifted roads, often impass- 
able, and the extreme cold, soon fill- 
ing barrels and tanks, make this 
water hauling a more serious busi- 
ness. 

Then the “‘tlu” has brought a 
“reign of terror“ into country dist- 
ricts. While the number of deaths 
has not been great, whole families 
have been prostrated. And how to 
get the stock attended to with the 
men of the farm sick and no water, 
is a most serious matter.

And so the dial of the electric 
meter in every home registers in 
“kilowatt hours.“ and shows the 
householder exactly bow much elec- 
tricity has been cohsumed. 

In Toronto the electrical energy 
is charged at the rate of 4 cents 
per kilowatt hour. Take the elec- 
trie fron which is tested at 600 watts 
at 4 cents per kilowatt. If the cur- 
rent were turned on continuously for 
one hour, which rarely happens with 
an electric iron, the cost in that 
time would be 600 x 4—~1,000 or 
two and two-fifths cents.

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Chinese Fighters. 

China as an old and highly civilize 
ed nation, lives, speaks, acts, sleeps 
and wakes up in periods of long cen- 
turies, writes T. Y. Leo, in Asia 
magazine. 

She is reluctant to waste her en- 
ergy on any accomplishment, how- 
ever brilliant and clever, that can 
add nothing to the moral or spiritual 
gréatness of her people. Indeed her 
civilization has reached such a stage 
that she has dio use for any transient 
glory and success to be won onl 
means of either antiquated and in- 
principled diplomacy or primitive 
and ungodly brute force. Yet China 
does not shrink shudderingly from 
fight if necessity demand it, for fight- 
‘ing has been as much innate in the 
nature of her people as it has been 
in yours. What has apparently made 
a world of difference between the 
Chinese and the fest of the world is, 
that while you admire the fighting 
spirit; worship it, and do everything 
to promote it, we, on the contrary, 
have ever been condemuing it, curb- 
ing it and forcing it to lie dormant 
until it almost ceasés to respond 
apontaneotisly to any calf short of lite 
and death. Neverthefess, this spirit 
in the Chinese is not dead; it is there, 
quite alive and seremely waiting. 
Wiseacres invariably would say that 
fighting needs an army and a navy, 
and that an army and a navy depend 
on organization and diacipline. But 
‘this is only superficially true; for 
China is a grand ofa witch. She 
learns by her experience of forty or 
fifty centuries; she learns from the 
history of the world; aud she knows 
that ancient Greece never gained her 
victory over Persia wholly through 
her better discipline and organiza~- 
tion of her fighting people, and that 
Prussian Germany in our day waa 
never defeated by the Alies because 
of inefficiency ot her army or the in- 
feriority of her guns and gas. Be 
that as it may, with the present 
Buropean settlement regarding Shan- 
tung as a hard blow at her, China 
will conquer the world in due time. 
She can conquer the world, and she 
eam conquer the conqueror of the 
world. In all probabilities she will 
never need fo follow the teachings 
of her great ancient Shantung strate- 
gists. Virtue triumps. Honesty wins. 
Chinese philosophy leads.

The expression at least“ 
is advised: an exporter of newsprint 
states that the Canadian newspap- 
ers may be called on to pay the ac- 
tual amount the mills receive for 
paper ship to the States, namely 
the $100 plus exchange. If the pres- 
ent rate continues, this would mean 
about $115 a ton or an increase of a 
straight $25.a ton oper present price” 
or $46 over those fixed prior to 
the last chate, that is for 1919.

In the most efficient type of-grain 


drills the seed should. be deposited |. 
as nearly directly under the axle of 


the disc as possible, as this is the 
only place where the seed can . be 
dropped directly on to the bottom of 
the trench without hindrance. By 
this method the dise is not run deeper 
than the seed is deposited, thus the 
draft is reduced to a minimum. 17 
the seed is deposited in the rear of 


the centre of the axle, the rotation 


of the dise tends to carry earth and 
seed up with it, causing the seed to 
be unevenly deposited. in operation, 
a properly angled dise opens a treneb 
about two inches wide. The falling 
seed strikes the concave side of the 
ghield and he convex side of the 
disc, and Is thus scattered evenly over 
the entire width of the trench. 

Grain seed drills are divided into 
four kinds, according to the type 91 
furrow-opener — the open delivery 
single disc and the closed, delivery 
single disc, the double disc, the shoe, 
and the hoe drills. The open delivery 
single dise furrow opener. deposits 
the seed between the shield and the 
convex side of the disc. The space is 
open from the end ofthe boot between 
the dise and shield to the bottom or 
lower end of the shield. The shield 
prevents the falling seed from becom- 
ing mixed with the loose earth and 
surface trash and insures its free pas- 
sage to the bottom of the trench made 
by the disc. It will also do excellent 
work in highly cultivated soil that is 
free from trash. 

The closed delivery single dise fur- 
row opener has a closed boot, similar 
to a hoe furrow opener, Which comes 
down at the rear edge of the disc and 
deposits the seed about two inches 
back of the disc. It does not plant 
the seed at as even a depth as either 
the open delivery single disc of the 
double disc, but deposits it at least 
eight inches in rear of the dise hub, 
and ‘wherever it meets with an 
obstruction, rock or hard frozen soil 
the disc rises up and carries the boot 
with it, broadcasting the seed on 
the surface. * 

There are many styles of double 
discs, but the one that plants the 
seed under or slightly back of the 
disc axle, or hub, is the one to use, 
for that point is the deepest part 
of the furrow. The furrow. opener

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A DAY IN A MINING TOWN 


(The following is a clipping which 
appeared in the South Shore Gleaner 
Montreal, of a recent date which 
may be of interest to residents of 
Madoc.) — 

When one reads a novel or sees a 


moving picture which has for its 


acene a mining town, it often gives 
a wrong impression of what it is 
really like. It is not Always 
primitively built hamlet apart from 


representativ 
visiting the town. of 
which is 27 miles north of Belleville 
The population is only about 1500 
people but any stranger on viewing 
it would say that it had double the 
population. Madoc is one of the 
most important mining centres in 
America. It was there the first 
gold mine in America was found 
Copper and lead were also mined 
for a time, but have been closed 
down, owing largely to poor manage 
ment, The minerals that are mined 
today within a radius of 6 miles of 
Madoc, are, pyrite, fluorspar sulphor 
ore and lastly but not least there are 
the tale mines. Three talc mines are 
situated in this vicinity, of which 
the Henderson mine is the largest. 
In a Tale Mine 
On atriving at the mine we were 
obliged to put on a suit of overalls, 
etc., with a broad brimmed hat on 
which was burning a little gas lamp 
On our feet rubbers were all that 
was necessary. On arriving at the 
shaft we jumped into the. bucket and 
descended to the 4th level, 200 feet 
below the earth’s surface. Getting 
out of the bucket which was of 
course not clean, but we did not care 
about that, we started around the 
mine, but met the miners coming 
towards the shaft as a blast was 
about to be discharged. In the 
course of a few seconds we could 
hear. the blasts go off and a slight 
tremble under foot. After the gas 
fumes cleared away we followed the 
men to see the result of the blast 
On going a short distance, gas fumes 
became stronger and it was hard to 
ae ‘but our eyes soon became 
accustomed to the dim light and the 
fumes passed off. On arriving at 
the part of the mize where the 
blasts were set, we saw the talc 
transported to the mill 
o powder.

The present high price of sugar | 
reminds us that Canada produces) 
natural sugars that are still more 
valuable than the product of the 
refineries. Fortunate are those who 
not only possess bees at this time, 
but understand them and have sup- 
plied their needs. 

The early spring months are the 
most critical period of the year in 
the life of the bee colony. At the 
same time the pressure of spring 
work of cultivating, seeding, etc., 
on every fine day on the farm too 
often leaves the bees hak oo 

There are several reasons why 
the bees are more liable to be ne- 
glected than other things on the 
farm. Hidden away in their hives 
they do not require daily feeding 
like other animals. Such attention 
as they need is in the nature of a 
surgical operation, and the opening 
of the hive is not always anticipated 
with pleasure on account of the risk 
of receiving stings. Yet, on many 
farms, the bees have been found to 
pay better than anything else, con- 
sidering the small amount of capit- 
al and labour expended. 

The principal danger to avoid at 
this time of year is starvation, If 
each colony went into the wintet 
strong, with a good fertile queen 
and a plentiful supply of stores in 
the combs, the first examination of 
the hive had better be deferred until 
the ‘weather is warm and nectar is 
being gathered. But if the stores are 
running short, a cake of bee candy 
or a comb of honey laid over the 
combs if the bees are still in the cel- 
lar, or, if spring is opening, a super-- 
ficial examination of the hives on 
the first favorable day, combs of 
honey from heavy hives being then 
given to those that are light, may 
gave the loss of colonies and in- 
crease the value of the honey crop 
by many dollars.

Ottawa, March 16:—-Considerable 
interest attaches here to the recent 
suggestion in the House of Hons W. 
8. Fielding, former Minister of Fin- 
ance, that in view of the fact that 
money is growing dearer and is like- 
ly to continue dear for the next num 
ber of years, the Government should 
increase the rate of interest in the 
Government savings banks to four 
per cent. The rate of interest at th 
present time is three per cent. 
Should the Government decide to in- 
crease the rate the chartered banks 
would be forced to follow suit. 

The suggestion was made in con- 
nection with the discussion on Sir 
Henry Drayton's bill to make Gov- 
ernment: annuities more attractive 
by increasing the amount of such 
annuities and by increasing the in- 
terest to be paid on monies invest- 
ad from three\to four per cent. The 
Ministers admitted that to some de- 
gree the Government in doing this 
was out to make money and would 
compete with the insurance comp- 
anies, It is apparently the idea of 
Mr. Fielding that he might as well 
also go into competition with the 
banks. 

Sir Henry. evaded discussion of 
the latter question, however and the 
debate closed without Mr, Fielding 
having received any answer. The 
question will likely come up again 
however.

place of the last few tile. Failing 
this a piece of corrugated steel, or 
even a plank trough is much better 
than running the tile right to the end, 
where they will be broken, washed in- 
to the outlet, or otherwise destroyed, 
allowing the earth to roll in and stop 
the flow of water. 

Under any condition the bank is 
liable to wear away. Animals pastur- 
ing in the field may tramp it down, 
and block the tile, so in the second 
place, an abutment should be built 
through which the outlet discharges 
its water and the bank wili be kept 
in a state of preservation, This may 
be made of concrete, stone or plank, 
and should be a permanent structure. 
In some cases where the flow is heavy 
and the water would have a tendency 
to undermine the wall, it is well to 
build an apron on which the force 
of the falling water is broken. 

There is still another precaution 
which should be given due consider- 
ation. Frequently small animals, 
muskrats, coons, ground hogs and 
others, seek refuge in the tile. Here 
hey are entrapped, and form a dam 
to the flowing water. To overcome 
such, the outlet should have bars 
across the end. These may be quite 
small, and close together so that 
nothing can get through. A screen 
may be fitted over the end, but un- 
less the mesh is quite large the water 
is retarded in its flow. Sometimes the 
frat tile is threaded with wire. This 
‘orms a good protection.
